But a closer 
reading of the narrative discloses that 
the actual travel was accomplished In 
about two years and that 38 years 
were spent In cuiups near Mount Hor 
and Kadesh. 

The Bible record Is complete as to 
the route'of the Exodus, but many fail 
to realize this because the history of 
the Journey is scattered through six 
of the Old Testament hooks, the rcc- 
ord changing back and forth from one 
place to another nearly 100 times. 

In general it may be said that the 
first section of the route from 
Raumses to Slnul Is known perfectly 
and the recovery of most of the an¬ 
cient names simply a matter of time.

The 
site of Kadesh Barnea has been made 
the subject of dlspufte, but it Is almost 
certain that the modern Ain Kadis, 
with Its copious spring, several wells i 
and pools, is really the ancient 
Kadesh. An equally vigorous dispute 
still continues concerning the Identifi¬ 
cation of Mount Hor. 

The Peninsula of Sinai, within 
which lies the first two sections of 
the route, is that triangular region 
between the two arms of the northern 
end of the Red sea.

miles, lies in the troughllke depression 
which separates Africa from Asia, and 
together with the Suez canal forms 
one of the greatest waterways of the 
earth. The other arm, the Gulf of 
Akabah, extends north by west for 140 
miles, being a continuation of the most 
remarkable rift upon our planet, that 
of the Dead sea and the Jordan val- 
ley. 

The nrea of this triangle, the penin 
sula proper, is a little less than 10.000 
square miles. It Is one vast desert re¬ 
lieved by a few oases along the sea- 
coast and deep among the network of 
rocky valleys. In the north and along 
both seacoasts are vast stretches of 
sand which forever shift before the 
winds from land and sea. Further 
inward are stony plateaus and great 
wastes of sand glistening with salt 


which stands the monastery of St. 
Catharine. This picturesque monas¬ 
tery standing In a sublime valley of 
the Sinai group occupies the site of a , 
fort built by Emperor Justinian in , 
527 A. D- It is a hoary pile of old 
buildings, entirely enclosed by a high 
wall, on one side of which toward the 
mountain a few old rusty cannon still 
do sentinel duty. A lower wall en¬ 
closes the adjoining delightful gardens 
which have been wrung by Incessant 
toll from the rocky mountain side tie- 
low. The fortress-monastery has wit¬ 
nessed many a thrilling event In his¬ 
tory, has withstood many an attack 
and siege, and bears the marks Inside 
and out of Its stormy history. 

The great shrine is Jebel Musa it¬ 
self, the Mountain of the Law. which 
rises 2,850 feet above and behind the 
monastery. The pilgrimage steps, snld 
to be 3,000 In number, are broken ut 
many points, but still form an Impres¬ 
sive ascent to the nohle mountain top. 
There Is a shrine to the Vlftdn Mary 
and a chapel to the Prophet Elijah on 
the way up. 

Beyond Sinai, the route of the 
Exodus, within the peninsula, Is fixed 
beyond peradventure by the configura¬ 
tion of the volleys, the one or two 
well-known locations and the water 
supply. 

Turning out of Wady esh-Sheikl 
through a side valley one reaches a

MOUNTAIN FIRE HYSTERIA 

In times like these it seems necessary for the public 
to be hysterical over something or other. Just now it is 
the forest fire menace. Readers of the News for the years 
past will hardly accuse this paper of lack of interest in 
forest protection, both for the beauty of the mountains 
and for water supplies. Therefore, a word of protest on 
the present agitation may not bring down charges of a 
bolshevik attitude toward authority or the public welfare. 

Much is read and heard about closing the mountains 
to the public. Public officials should go mighty slow in 
such a policy. The mountains vie with the sea as South¬ 
ern California's most valuable outing asset. The camps 
and resorts in the mountains are one of the greatest 
attractions to tourists and to permanent residents alike. 

If the mountain resorts constituted a fire menace they 
ought to be closed summarily. But do they ? They do not! 
Such fire hazard as they create is more than offset by the 
safeguards they afford. If you disagree, Consider the rec¬ 
ords. Have fire ravages increased in recent years in pro¬ 
portion to the growth of resort business and the free 
use of the mountains by the public? They have not. 

The number of individual fires has undoubtedly in¬ 
creased. But the areas burned have been much smaller 
because the presence of people to fight the fires and of 
trails giving access to the fires have facilitated fire fight¬ 
ing. It is true large areas have been burned over. But 
these extensive fires have been for the most part in re¬ 
mote sections rather than near the resort and cabin dis¬ 
tricts which are most popularly used. 

Are fire conditions worse in the nearby mountains 
than they usually are at this season? Not a bit; less if 
anything. There is a great confusion over the shortage 
of water and the fire menace. The mountain streams are 
low, or even dry. But streams do not put out fires. The 
streams are low because of short rainfall last winter. For 
the same reason vegetation did not get its normal growth, 
so there is actually less inflammable material in the moun¬ 
tains than usual. 

Considering all these factors, it is to be hoped the 
hysterical tendency over the fire situation will not be 
allowed to cause injury to a business as important as that 
of the resorts, and at the time deprive thousands of people 
of the pleasure of the most wholesome outdoor play¬ 
ground in Southern California.
